Better Suppers 


SAN LUIS. OBISPO, Calif. 
Aug. 27.—Three hundred men in 
the SERA transient camp. here 
called Lot Springs recently 
showed what can be done when 


they act in an organized manner. 
They walked out of the mess hall 
refused-to eat the slop put 
The result—we were served 
roast pork and dessert for supper 
instead one slice of toast and 
coftee, 

Life here is worse than a dead- 
ly grind. We are awakened daily 
at 5:30; breakfast. at begin 
work at seven. For lunch we get 
a daily menu of peanut buttered 
bread, another jellied bread and 
another of thin-shced sausage hid- 
den between six slices of white 
bread, and a liquid referred to 
as coffee. All the canned food is 
labelled “Not U. S. Standard.” 
Our pay, $5 a month, sometimes 
takes seven weeks before being 
collected, We wear ‘regulation 
clothes and we 0: +0 bed at 9:30 
every night, so we can do another 
hard day's work next day. 

Our director is a deputy sheriff. 
His assistant brings in his wife 
and kid to live in a bungalow at 
the place. And now we are of- 
ficered by a physical culture dr 
rector who teaches us horseshoes 

for aw salary. 

Our “road work’—to keep us fit

HERE and in USSR 


At a time when workers of the 
aluminum industry are striking to 


resist drasti¢ reductions in thei 
standard of living and to force 
the Mellon Trust to recognize 
their union, it is interesting to 


compare the collapse of the aluny 
inum industry in capitalist coun 
tries with the rise of a great alum- 
inum industry in the Soviet Un 
ion. In 1921 world production 
amounted to 276,000 tons, in 1933 


to 136,000 tons. Only the United 
States last vear produced over 
16,000 tons. Until the end of 1932 
the Soviet Union produced no 
aluminum, but by June of this 
year aluminum was being 9 pro- 
duced at the rate of about 1,400 
tons a month. In two years the 
Soviet Union has overtaken all 


but one of the capitalist countries. 
Next year the Soviet Union will 
produce 25,000 tons, and in 1937 
the plan of 80,000 tons will put 
her in first place in the world, 
only five years after the industry 
started. 

The brilliant statistical showing 
of the Soviet aluminum industry 
hides the difficulties which the in- 
dustry overcame. Besides master 
ing a new technique, the Soviets 
were obliged to use material 
bauxite with a high proportion of 
silicate which in other countries 
was regarded as unsuitable for 
aluminum. In spite of early dif 
ficulties, Soviet scientists devel- 
oped processes which have = al 
lowed the first aluminum plant at 
Volkov to exceed its rated cap- 
acity. The largest aluminum plant 
in the world, at the Dnieper Dam, 
is rapidly nearme completion and 
is at present in partial operation. 
Two other great plants are in con- 
struction, one in the Ural Moun- 
tains and the other on the Kola

3. The immediate results of the 
strugele can already be seen in 
their main outlines. ‘The stroneg- 
est mobilization of working class 
in the four days the 
strike in San Francisco, 
was broken up by the superior 
strength of the capitalist forces, 
because the latter included not 
only the combined strength of 
employers’ organizations, govern- 
mental powers of police, courts, 
and militia, but also and before 
all the official apparatus of the 
leadership of the A. F. of L. 
trade unions, local, industrial and 
national, with the single exception 
of the elected strike committees 
of the original bodies of striking 
marine workers.

But even with this tremendous 
preponderance of all organization- 
al forces; the San Francisco capt 
talists could succeed to smash the 
strike only by combining with vio- 
lent suppression, and an hysterical 


anti-Red campaign, a series of 
concessions of a very important 
character. Vhe original capitalist 


program of “open shop” smashing 
of the mass trade untons had to 
be publicly renouaced; all employ- 
ers in the marine industry found 
themselves forced to publicly 
agree to treat with all the. strik- 
ing marine unions whereby they 
had pledged to stand or fall to- 
gether, had to be recognized to 
the extent of providine for sim- 
ilar and simultaneous settlement 
of all marine demands of all un- 
ions involved. The result is, 
therefore, not a simple defeat for 
the workers even in their most 
immediate demands, but a com- 
promise, while the moral. gains 
of the workers, their conscious- 
ness of power, their political un- 
derstanding, has been enormously 
strengthened, 


Difference In Forces, Methods 


4. Why did the general strike 
movement come to realization in 
San Francisco while it was chok- 
ed off in Toledo, Minneapolis and 
Milwaukee? What were the dif- 
ferences in the forces and meth- 
ods to account for the different 
results? The main difference is 
to be found, not in any different 
level of radicalization of the work- 
ers, but in the realization of forces

outside the union halls, not. in- 
side, which made it possible for 
the A. F. of L. officials, with the 
aid of Muste and Budenz, to 
choke it off and betray it before 
it swept the masses into action, 
instead of afterward, as in San 
francisco,

ized leadership inside the driv- 
ers’ union which was decisive was

In Milwaukee, the 
ganized forces in the 
ions were considerably 
although, here too, the decisive 
force that made the great mass 
movement was directly among 
the masses in the neighborhoods 
rather. than inside the unions; but 
in Milwaukee the mass move- 
ment organized by the revolution- 
ary left-wing forces within and 
without the unions gained a par- 
tial victory that ended the strike 
before the general strike move- 
ment could mature. 

In San Francisco, the strength 
of the strike movement from the 
beginning including the general 
strike; was based upon definite, 
organized left-wing groups, which 
even though young and weak, 
played a most decisive role, and 
brought San Francisco into the 
vanguard of the whole national 
strike movement. 

_ The lesson is the supreme, vital 
mmportance of work inside the

the 8th Convention of the Party 
hammered so heavily and stub- 
bornly. Even the beginnings of

ceptionally well during the strike 
and the terror, strengthening very 
ereatly its political influence. Here 
we must emphasize that even the 
tremendous “red scare” campaign 
of the capitalist press has by no 
means been entirely negative in 
its results. It is true that certain 
politically immature clements may 
be scared away from the Party, 
sympathizers may for a time be 
intimidated or afraid to speak up 
or do anything. But especially 
amone the workers and the trade 
unionists the Party has a respect 
a force fighting on the side of 


as 
the workers that it never had be- 
fore. A large section of the work- 


ing class is class-conscious enough 


to recognize that. the capitalist 
press serves the employers and 
not the workers; its vicious cam- 


paign against the Party serves to 
consolidate the influence of the 


Party among these workers. 


Under the pressure of the most 
intense terror and persecution, 
raids on Party offices and auxil- 
larics of every kind, the smashing 
of office equipment, arrests, raids 
on homes of individual comrades, 
etc., we can say that the Party 
functioned throughout this period 
without a single break. Most 
Party units met every day or two 
throughout the entire period. 
forty-six out of forty-seven units 
(with one connections were brol- 
en) reported a minimum of one 
meeting during the week of the 
most intense terror and some of 
them had four meetings. Twenty- 
‘(wo units independently issued 


leaflets. The District Committee 
issued two leaflets and a mimeo- 
graphed edition of the Western 
Worker. Only one printed edi- 
tion of the Western Worker was 
mussed. This continued function-

6. As to the political character 
the political adequacy of the 
Party’s leadership, we must state: 
there woulld have been no gen- 
eral strike in San Francisco put 
for the work of the Party; there 
would have been no general mar- 
ine strike; and certainly the strike 
struggle, although not created by 
the Party, was given its organ- 
ized character, its general charac- 
ter, its stubborn and_ persistent 
character by the active and ener- 
gétic work of the Party. ©The 
Party has done really ‘splendid 
political and organizational work 
there, and when we speak of the 
Party it means the District and 
section leadership and the mem- 
bership, it means Communist long- 
shoremen and seamen. 


Points Out Weaknesses 


_There were, however, a number 
of serious weaknesses, of which 
the chief political weakness was 
sometimes a certain hesitation 
and fear of the task of exposure 
ot the misleaders, the tendency 
to criticize the misleaders only 
after their betrayals and not to 
warn the workers before hand. 
There was even a certain tenden- 
cy to theorize this weakness, to 
place the question this way: the 
main danger is the unskilled or 
too hasty exposure of the A. F., 
of L. bureaucrats; there is no 
danger on the side of delayed ex- 
posure or failure to expose them. 
The understanding and overcom- 
ing of this weakness played a vital 
role in determining the degree of 
the VParty’s political success in 
consolidating our influence among 
the workers, in consolidating the 
revolutionary understanding which 


the workers gained from this 
strike experience, etc. The Dis- 
trict must set itself the task of 


decisively rooting out such tend- 
encies, r

Green's antiCommunist crusade 
will not be the first one. The old 
reactionary Gompers conducted a 
similar campaign. He in fact did 
succeed in taking the vitality out 
of the A. IF. of L. unions for a 
time. They became cemeteries, 
and the membership of the A. F. 
of L. dwindled to less than two 
millions. But that was ten years 
ago. Since then, American labor 
has learned a great deal, especial- 
ly of the Communists. And the 
Communists learned a great deal 
as well. Gompers, before he died, 
thought he saved labor from the 
“red menace.” Ii he'd only lived 
to see how it has multiplied its 
influence since then! 

The present campaign is in or- 
der to devitalize the unions. Ter- 
rorize the rank and file, arfd pre- 
vent free expression. It is to 
make the way clear for a dictator- 
ship in every local union, If these 
fakers: were asked to point to the 
locals which “suffer” from Com- 
munist influence, they would point 


to such where the rank and_ file 
took hold of things and where 
the fakers do not have a free 


hand to sell out the members. The 
San Francisco I.L.A. is given as 
such example. 

We should never forget that a 
few months prior to the strike of 
the longshoremen, a Communist 
could not get near them.
